Perhaps a few words of advice to 
those of you shopping for a new 
camera would be in order. 

To the uninitiated the first visit 
to a camera shop or department 
can be very confusing if not 


‚frustrating. There are a few 
‘things to keep in mind though 


that can make the purchase of a 
camera not quite so traumatic an 
experience. 

First of all, in spite of all the

chrome, glitter, and glass, a 
camera is basically a light tight 
box, loaded with film, a lens 
through which lights passes, a 


“shutter for letting the light in, 


and a means of winding the film. 
All other features, such as 
focusing aids, aperture settings, 
shutter speeds, etc., are merely 
amplifications of these basic 
characteristics. They can be 
confusing but if we keep the 
basics in mind our shopping will 
be much easier.
